NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The criminal 


bench of the supreme court opened to- 
day upon the closing scenes in the soc- 


ond trial of Roland Molineux for the 
murder of Katherinc J.' Adaias on Dec. 


28, 189S. 


An hour before the official 
time of 


opening the court, a crowd of more than 
a thousand men and women thronged 
the corridors of the criminal building and 
clamored for admission. A special squad 
of policemen were on duty to reinforce 
the court squad and visitors were form- 
ed into linos four deep, and compelled 
to show their cards of admission- 


At least seventy per cent were women 


and most of them had cards from the 
jurors or from the lawyers in the case 
or from attaches of the district attor- 
ney's 
office. As a consequence 
before 


0:l'C every seat was occupied, the report- 
ers' table was overwhelmed, chairs block- 
ed the aisles and in the passageway be- 
tween the justice's chamber and bench 


, were about twenty women. 


Contrary to general expectation, the 


proceedings did not open with the appeal 
of cx-Gov. Black for a dismissal of the 
charges against the accused. That was 
the scheduled program, but for some 
reason or other a change was nindo and 
Assistant 
District Attorney Osbornc 


called out: 


•'Is Mr. Eveiil here." A voice replied 


that he was and at Mr. Osbnrne's invi-' 
tation Mr. Evcal walked to the witness 
chair. 


Kx-Gov. Black protected that the case 


•was closed as fur as the taking of testi- 
mony was concerned and the counsel for 
this defense and prosecution had a long 
whispered 
conversation with 
Justice 


Lambert as to the udmissibility of the 
test inwny. 


Kveal did not testify and the summing 


lip of counsel was begun. 


In opening his address 
former 
Gov. 


Frank S..Black said .that'Molinbux was 
a director of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
clul> where Cornish was employed. Mo!- 
•ncux did. not like Corniah- and he did 
not like Harpster. He had many friends 
in the club and perhaps many enemies. 
C'orniah wrote what JNfolineux considered 
an improper letter- and Molineux com- 
plained of it- "WfiB that any reason for 
Molineux's sending to Cornish a quantity 
of poison sufficient to kill any man in 
that club?" nskfed Mr. Black. "Cornish 
insulted Molineux and Molineux behaved 
like a gentleman regarding the difference 
of their station and passed on. Is that 
proof of murder? Nothing wise has been 
produced here to indicate any motive 
Molineux could have for wanting to kill 
Cornish. 


"The trouble between Cornish and Mol- 


inoux occurred mure than a year before 
.the poison package appeared. No evi- 
dence has been presented here to show 
that in all that time Mr. Molineux said 
one unkind xvord, or uttered one unchar- 
itable thought toward Cornish. All the 
evidence -in this case points away from 
•Molineux to another man. I shall indi- 
cate who that man is before I sit down. 
The case points to that man just as 
surely as the needle points to tho north 
stnr." 


In commenting upon the evidence Mr. 


Black began with that of Miss Emma 
Miller, the clerk at Hnrtdegan's store, 
•who sold the silver . bottleholder- ' He 
said he had to criticise the attitude of 
the district attorney toward that wit- 
ness. He thought it was unfair to force 
Miss Miller to admit that she had been 
paid $150 for her testimony. "Do you 
know why Miss Miller was treated 
she was?." he asked. "It was because 
after she had volunteered to testify and 
she could only be brought here as a vol- 
unteer she declined to perjure herself. 
She told the'truth. Molineux did not 
buy the bottle holder." 


"Tho detective, Fnrrell, is 
the only 


witness who has brought Molineux any- 
wher~e near that boltleholder 
and 
tho 


nearest he brought him was three-quar- 
ters of a mile and that is the nearest any 
one had brought him to the case." 


Ex-Gov. Black ridiculed the testimony 


of Joseph Koch, the Broadway letter box 
man, who '.lid MoliiUiiix rented n letter 
box from ami declared it to be the evi- 
ilcnco of a man who "peddled his story 
nncl hla eternal soul" at the same time. 


The ox-governor took up I ho question 


of writing, and declared that {he Wash- 
ington expert, Hay, was a "stupendous 


fraud," when he testified that none of 
the "request" writing made by Molin- 
eux 
contained a characteristic 
to be 


found in his other writing and in the 
disputed wriling. Then, he dwelt 
at 


great length upon the alleged suppres- 
sion of evidence by the district attor- 
ney's oilice and argued that that evi- 
dence might point to some one other than1 


Molineux, 


"The prosecution," ]ic said, "has pro- 


duced here tho poison package wrapper, 
the envelope we concede to have been 
written by Molineux, the envelope to 
Harpster and the Barnett letters but 
where are the envelopes to the Cornish 
letters! Not one of them has been pre-, 
sentcd in evidence. Why have they been 
suppressed? Did they show too much? 
You may forget to date your letters, 
but your Uncle Sam never forgets. Did 
the Cornish envelopes show too mnch? 


"In Molineux's desk, Newark, was a 


package of small envelopes used for en- 
closing cards. The detectives of the dis- 
trict attorney's o'lficc found them but 
they did not match the envelopes that 
accompli nied the poison package and so 
they were suppressed. Was that to 
shield anybody? 


"It was a 
crime 
to murder Mrs. 


Adams," he said, "but it would be no less 
a crime to murder this man upon the 
evidence in this cose- You are asked to 
believe that no man can get cyanide of 
mercury unless he, approaches it with a 
mask, and in fact the prosecution asks 
you to believe that it can only be got- 
ten in Newark. If you want it you can 
get it. 
If nny of you want cyanide of 


mercury get it when you go to lunch. 
Or., if you have not time, I'll get you 
enough to poison every man within ,the 
sound of my voice, and it shall not cost 
you more than thirty-five cents." 


Referring to the Barnett fetters Mr. 


Black said: 


"I do not know and I do not care when 


or where they were mailed, and Molin- 
eux doesn't know and he .doesn't care. 


Counsel analyzed the testimony of the 


handwriting men, to show how they dif- 
fered, and how all had admitted under 
eros'a examination -that there were hun- 
dreds of characters in the disputed and 
eonwdfd writings that in no way re- 
semble each other. Mr. Black said that 
if a man wanted to send a package to 
himself he would not need to write the 
address at all. "My office, is full of en- 
velopes and wrappers addressed -to me," 
said he. "Could 1 not take ony one of 
those if I wanted to send myself a pack- 


;(.v 
Molineux never wrote that ad- 


dress. 1 don't know who did and in my 
opinion the man who wrote it has not 
appeared in 'his case." 


Coining to the connection of Cornish 


with the case Mr. Black declared that he 
was not arguing for the punishment of 
anyone but that he fell it his duty to 
show the whole case to the jury as he, 
himself, saw it. 


"There was a Crime and there was a 


motive/' he said, "and tho motive points 
to Harry S. Cornish-" 
"• • 


' Mr. Black recited from the-records the 
str-ry of Cornish's divorce, his''meeting 
with Mrs. Rogers, then separated frorii 
her husband, and her later divorce.- 


."Mrs. Adams; Mrs. 
"Rogers' •mother, 


'was a good woman," Mr. Black said.-""Do 
you think she looked \vith_complaisancc 
on the conditions that prevailed? 


"There is motive, the great consuming 


motive force for all things. The motive 
Cornish 
had against the life of Mrs. 


Adams, compared to the motive Molin 
eux had against the life of Cornish was 
as the volcano of Martinique to the lap- 
ping of waves against the statue of lib- 
erty in our harbor. 


When the court announced a recess in 


the Molinonx trial, cx-Giv. Black was 
still speaking. It was understood that 
he would take another hour to complete 
his summing up of the case Tor the de- 
fense. 


Sx-Gov. Black finished his summing up 


of the defense of Molineux this afternoon 
at 3 p. in.

ocated on the Kilbourn road, gained ac- 
cess to the room of a. daughter, Gertie 
Goebel, locked the door and attempted 
;o assault her; that he afterward chok- 
ed and abused Mrs. Goebel and fired two 
shots at Mr. Goobel, that the man was 
in the house and twenty-five farmers had 
surrounded the place, but were afraid to 
enter and capture 
him, 'although',' all 


clamored for his life. 
;: : • 


Without delay the sheriff and Depu- 


ties B»s«inger and Donald' armed thcm: 
selves and drove to the Goebel.place 
with a team and carriage; They ".found 
the populace in a high 'state of '^cite- 
ment and that the name of the mini *yhb 
had committed the outrages was Charles 
Wilier, a big. burly fellow, formerly.;eni- 
ployed by.Mr. Gocbel, but who hau'been 
hanging around. Corliss ol late, working 
for "the railway ' and that h'e had also 
robbed the hotine, securing over $30- 


The people were sure that Miller was 


in the house, for they hod seen a light, 
the doors were locked, when they were 
left open when tlie Goebel family got 
out. The officers rapped at the doors 
and demanded admittance and were lot 
in by Jacob Goebel, a son, who had been 
out 
calling on a young woman, came 


home, knew nothing of the assault and 
robbery and !had -retired. 


Every possible place aboufc~the coun- 


try was searched and the angry people 
threatened to hang -Miller if caught, but 
he had made good his escape. 
Officers 


hurried to Corliss, expecting that Miller 
had fled to that place, but he-was not 
there and they came home. 7. 


Sheriff Baumann was interviewed ar.d 


said that the people in the place were 
terribly excited, in fact so much 50 that 
one could hardly tell what had really 
happened. As near as could be ascertain- 
ed the Gocbel family retired early. Pos- 
sibly after 10 o'clock, Miller.cither broke 
four lights of glass out of the .windows 
and entered the house, or came in -by 
way of tho doors, which .were .not locked. 


At any rate he got. jnto the.room of 


Miss .Gocbel and locked the door md 
proceeded to rob the place and assault 
her. The young woman discovered him 
and she screamed. Mr., and, Mrs. Goebel 
sleeping in apartments, -below, heard .-the 
cries, 
hurried up Btairs; broke in the 


door and with their daughter ran from 
the house. 


Miller followed, caught Mrs. Goebel 


oueside and proceeded to 
choke and 


abuse her and threatened to kill her 
hnsband if she cried out. The husband 
came up and Miller fired two shots at 
him, but neither shot took effect and Mil- 
ler ran away in the darkness. 


By this time the neighbors were arotis 


ed and thought they had Miller cooped 
in the house and called for the sheriff 
and posse- Another story that reached 
the Journal is that when Miller entered 
the room of Miss Goebel she had a tus- 
scl with him, escaped and ran to the 
home of a Mr. Beckman; that Miller 
went down sairs, dragged Mrs. Goebel 
from bed and choked her and threatened 
to kill her husband if she cried -out, but 
that the husband was awakened and Mil- 
ler shot at him. 
f While Miss Goebel and her mother 
•were terribly frightened and nearly pros 
trated from tho exciting experience they 
will be all right in a short time. ' Miller 
i« a great big burly fellow and travels 
as a bully and a bad man. The officers 
are confident they will land him soon. 


The sheriff haa issued the following

It was learned later in the day that 


Miller, besides attempting to' assault 
Miss Goebel, stole $40 from the house 
When Miss Goebel escaped 
from 
her 


room and ran to a neighbor's, Mr. and 
Mrs. Goebel locked the lower doors. Mil- 
ler having lost track of Miss Goebel, re- 
turned to the house, kicked the door in 
and then assaulted Mrs. Goebel and at- 
tempted to outrage her. Mr. Goebel 
went after Miller with a knife in his 
hand. Miller fired two shots and _Mr- 
and Mrs. Goebel run. from the house to 


the neighbor's and Miller disappeared. 
1't was then that thej neighbors, armed 
with ' guns anl clubs,"; surrounded' the 
house and believed Miller was inside un- 
til the officers'arrived'and'found it was 


son in the house, instead of Miller. 
Miller had been hanging about Corliss 


for several months and at .one time flag- 
ged a train when intoxicated. At that 
time Chief of Police Baseinger, of Cor- 
liss, locked him up in & box car all day, 
until he sobered up. The car was open- 
ed up and Miller ran toward the south. 
Until last Friday he had not been seen, 
about the place. 


The people around Kilbournville, arc 


in a high state of excitement, and make- 
open threats to lynch Miller if he. is 
:aught in that part of the country. The 
mpression prevails taat Miller drove to 
the Goebel house frota Milwaukee with., 
a horse and buggy and then drove back 
again. 


ANOTHER GOOD HAUL. 


It is believed that Miller, before vis- 


iting the residence. o£ Mutt Gocbol, burg- 
larked the house of William Schroeder, 
one mile away. Mr. Schroeder and J. H- 
Wynhoff were away from home visiting 
with a neighbor. SchroedBr, who Jives 
alone, when he went home, found the 
door of his home broken open and every- 
thing on the Inside iurn«d upside down. 
With all possible hafite ie-burried to the 
home of his friend Mr. Wynhoff. 
The 


rest, of the story is told by Mr. Wyn- 
hoff, who called at the Journal office- 
Ihis afternoon: "Welooked through'the 
house and found that- there had 
been' 


stolen from Mr. Schrooder four suits of 
clothing, two or tbraje overcoats, all of. 
his winter underclothing and other prop- 
erty. There was also a revolver stolen. 
The interior of the house looked aa if 
a cyclone had strnek.^it." 


The belief prevails that Miller did tho 


job and that the revolver he had at Goc- 
liel's was the one ho stole from Mr. 
Schroedcr's. Mr. Schroeder values tho

Mr. Rakow, who 
was'prascjit at tho count, left for his 
Burlington home Saturday night and 
said'he "wafy satisfied and denied cmpbat- 
icallyi rthat -.he intended to contest the 
vote; ia ;Uie Seventh ward, in fact he had 
never, hud any such intension. Whether

been decided. 


The board- of 'canvassers worked all day 


Saturday and-this morning figuring out 
the totals. 


The count of votes for county super- 


intendent of schools, which was known 
to be exceedingly close, shows that W. 
W. Storms, Republican, received 1,82S 
votes, and John . Pettijohn, Democrat, 
1,600, his plurality being 32. 


For state senator also close, the can- 


vas gives Michael Higgins, 
Democrat,

Building, went out of existence Satur- 
day. The league -was organized a year 
ago last July for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the renomination of Governor La^ 
F.olltttte, and for tbo year prior to the 
state convention carried on- a campaign 
against him- When the state convention 
rcnominated the governor by a large ma- 
jority the league was continued and de- 
voted its work to securing the nomina- 
tion of candidates for the assembly and 
senate, who were in favor of the re-olec- 
tion of Senator Spooner "unconditional- 
ly." 
Now that the election is over, and 


candidates elected, there rs no further 
work for- the league, and Saturday it 
etosod up its offices. ' 


BACK TO HIS DESK. 


Colonel Daniel B. Starkey, who lias 


•had charge ol the bureau of publicity and 
promotion, will resume Lis work as an 
elitorial writer on the Milwaukee Scnti 
nel- 
Senator BiseeU, who was at the 


head of the league, retired after 
the 


state convention, since which time Colo- 
nel Starkoy lias been in charge and has 
directed the work. 


Thus ends one of the most interesting 


features of modern politics in Wisconsin. 
The deska and papers will be cleared out 
and tho offices vacated as soon as it can 
be done, and the league will then live 
only in history. 
' The Republican' state central commit- 
tee has vacated its headquarters in the 
Hotel Pflster. The committee will meet 
some..time during th.e.month for the pur- 
pose of receiving the reports1 of the chair- 
man and secretary, which will formally 
close the campaign,of 1D02.

FIREMEN WERE 
IN GREAT PERIL 


Gasoline Explosion Compels Them 


to Leap Through Windows 


TWO BOYS START FIRE 


IN THE SCHOEN HOME 


Flnmen Had It Practically OatandTh«B 


Came tho Explosion — B«n Cap* 


Struck in Taca hy Flam«« 


t 
—DamBK* Light, 


Shortly after 7 o'clock Saturday night 


there came near being a serious confla- 
gration, at 801 Lake avenue, occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. George Schoen, and owned 
by J. G. Chandler. 


Sons of Mr. Schoen and Ifr. Chandler 


were alone at the Schoen home and play- 
ing house in the 
kitchen. They . went 


down into the basement with a lighted 
candle, and in some manner set fire to 
a can .filled with kerosene- The fire rap- 
idly spread to the rafters above and 
filled the upper rooms with smoke. 


A telephone alarm was sent in1 and 


ilie fire department responded, and when 
they arrived found people carrying out 
pictures and furniture. Without mi;£h 
difficulty the firemen got control of the 
blaze, and they thought they had extin- 
guished it. 


Fire Marsl»,l Cape, Capt. Butterficld . 


and Peter RHter were in the basement 
looking around, when suddenly there was 
a terrific explosion and the basement waa 
a mass of flames in less time than it 
takes to tell. In order to save them- 
selves from being burned to death -the 
fire marshal, Capt. Butterfleld and Rit- 
ter, broke windows, and leaped through, 
companions assisting them. 
Ben Cape( 


who wns standing in the doorway, got 
the blaze in the face. His eyebrows and 
hair were singed and all that saved him 
from being badly burned, was the helmet 
ho wore- It was a hard struggle to get 
this second breaking out of the fire-ex- • 
tiviguished. 


Fire Marshal Cape states that a spark 


from ibo wooden rafters 
above must 


have fallen and ^struck a gasoline can, 
that it caught fire, and threw flames in 
every direction. He says ttoat he and his 
men were very fortunate 
in escaping 


without being seriously 
burned. The 


damage to the basemefit will not exceed 
a few hundred dollars. The goods of Mr. 
Schoen were more or less smoked up, 
but what the damage will amount to is 
not stated. It is estimated a thousand 
people turned out at the fire* 


A well dressed lady, while alighting 


from a Wisconaio street oar, at the time 
the fire broke out and the department • 
was hurrying to the blaze, 'was snick 
by one', of the State street horses and 
knocked down. She failed to notice the 
teain coming at a fast pace. Spectators 
picked the lady up, badly 
frightened, 


but not hurt. She was able to walk to 
her home. 


BLAZE THIS AFTERVOON. 


'At 1 o'clock this afternoon, the'firs 


department was called to the building of 
William Weed, situated at the corner 'of 
Villa and Eleventh stroot*, where fire 
had broken out in tho room directly 
over the sausage room, which is in the _. 
rear of his butcher shop. The blaxe via 
first noticed by Mrs. Peter Anderson, 
who resides in the house south of that 
which was on fire, she seeing smoke com- 
ing out of the windows and doors of tha 
building and immediately notified Wil- 
liam Weed Jr., who was at work in the 
front part of the building. He at once 
sent an alarta in by telephone and the de- 
partment responded at once. 


On their arrival, they saw at 
once 


that they had a battle to fight as by this 
time the flames had spread to the roof of 
the building and several streams of wa- 
ter -wore soon playing on the blaza. After 
working ten minutes the fire was vmder 
control and the firemen directed their 
efforts to the roofs which had ignited, 
over the ice house. How the fire ntaxt- 
ed is a mystery, as this room "is used by 
Frank Schenkenbcrg, as a store room, 
which contained a supply of wood and 
coal, also several large boxes of butter 
plates which were completely destroyed, 
and no one had been to this room since 
last night.

had two streams of water going within 
seven minutes of when the alarm was1 
sent in. The damage oil the building 
and goods stored here will amount to 
about throe hundred dollars with the 
building covered by insurance. Consider-

which contained a great amount ol suit 
and spices-

LONDON, Nov 8—The Gorman Im- 


perial.yaeht.Hohoniollern with Emperor 
William on board accompanied by the es- 
corting German cruisers and a flotilla of 
British torpedo boats, reached Port Vic: 
ttiria at 8 o'clock this morning, Ths. ar- 
rival of the German emperor was msde 
the occasion of q,n imposing, naval dis- 
play. All the warships at Shcrnees were 
dressed, their crews manned the 
decks 


and the usual salutes welcomed the -im- 
perial visitor.

The ctnperor \vore the undre*B uni- 


form of a British admiral. The German 
ambassador, . Count . Wolff-Mettcrnich, 
soon joined him, who subsequently re- 
ceived 'the British court officials sent to 
attend him and other members of the 
Embassy.

"By trying to hamor us as n woman 


seeks to humor a troublesome child to 
whom she tosses a toy. By sending us— 
what yon dare not insult the Scotch by 
Bending to Scotland—a sawdust figure, 
of which you hold the strings, who ia to 
play at being king and holding court to 
please ns. Bnt we—ab, God, was ever 
so unreasonable a people?—we do riot 
simper and dance to the fiddling of this 
dummy king, who is not even ef our 
own choosing, for we aro ungracious 
enough to remember that wo havo in 
our midst men of Older lineaga and no- 
bler blood than he. 


"And then you c«st aboat in your 


mind for some other means by which 
you can make us loyal under subjection.

We will make Ire- 
land loyal'forever by giving tblsprinoe- 
ling Patrick as one of his many names 
and by dnbblng hfaa Dnko of Oon- 
nanaht.' 


'''But Ireland—graceless, thankless, 


stubborn Ireland—is not oue whit more 
loyal after receiving this royal boon, for 
she knows tbat you rule over her by tho 
coward's right—the right of the strong 
to oppress and make snbjoot the weak. 


"You call her your sister while you 


seek to make her your slave, even as 
you call Irishmen your brothers while 
you have sought to mako their very 
name a reproach and a fitting subject 
for your sorry jests.

cruel oppression—for cowardice is al- 
ways ornol—not becnuso of any sisterly 
feeling for her or love for her people, 
whom yon hato and who hate yon with 
an undying hate, but because yon aro 
afraid to lot bfir go free.

annual report of Admiral.H. C. Taylor, 
chief of the bureau" of navigation is more 
officers to man-oar war ships.. He de- 
clares that the preparations now going 
on- for tha mobilization of thn fleet, win- 
ter maneuvers in the "West Indies,- has 
brought the department face to face with 
the critical condition- due to lack ol offi- 
cers, Which, he cays, has reached such a 
point as to be dangerous to the efficien- 
ty of the fleet. Ho says that'the cum- 
ber of officers or. our ships is less than 
the number on board the ships of other 
navies, although as a matter of fact our 
ships require more officers than the ships 
of oilier navies, because we are'compell- 
ed'to man our ships with green crews, 
having little or no knowledge of sea life. 


He submits a table showing that the 


present needs-of the. naval-services re- 
quire 1,000 officers, while the number on 
the navy list, including raidtihipmcn af- 
ter graduation is only 1,023 .or 511 short. 
This table is based upon the lowest pos- 
sible number of officers needed ori'our 
battleships 17 against an average Tnim- 
ber of officers for similar ships'in foreign 
navies of 33 in England, 26 in France 
and 20 In Germany.-1

He1 figures that the "vessels now author- 


ized by congress but^not completed will' 
require 498 additional' officers to which 
is to-be added 25 per cent for officers 
sick or on shore1 -ditty and ICO for cas- 
ualties during the next four years, or a 
total for vessels now -building of' 733. 
Tills number added to the present short- 
age, 577, will give 1,300. The graduates 
from the naval academy during the next 
four years will be 3S5, leaving a total 
deficit July 1, 1!)06, of 1,005, not coun1,- 
Ing officers for auxiliaries who would be 
required in the event fif hostilities.

Ex-Gov. Bfaok 
Declares 
Former 


Guilty in Poisoning Case 


EVIDENCE INSUFFICIENT 


TO CONVICT HIS CLIENT 


Corrjlth Had the Motive to Kill Xri, 


Adams— Immense Crowd '111 Place 


•f Trial, 70 F»r Cent Being 


Women. 


NEW YOBK, Nov. 10.—The criminal 


bench of the supreme court opened to- 
day upon the closing scenes in the sec- 
ond trial of Roland Molineux for the 
murder of Katharine J. Adams on Dec. 
28, 1898. 


An hour before the official 
time of 


opening the court, a crowd of more than 
a thousand men and women thronged 
the corridors of the criminal building and 
clamored for admission. A special squad 
of policemen were on duty to reinforce 
the court squad and visitors were form- 
ed into lines four deep, and compelled 
to show their cards of admission- 


At least seventy per cent were women 


and most of them had cards from the 
jurors or from the lawyers in the .case 
or from attaches of the district attor- 
ney's 
office. As a consequence 
before 


9:20 every seat was occupied, the report- 
ers' table was overwhelmed, chairs block- 
ed the aisles and in the passageway be- 
tween the justice's chamber and bench 


. were about twenty women. 


Contrary to general expectation, the 


proceedings did not open with the appeal 
of ex-Gov. Black for a dismissal of the 
charges against the accused. That was 
the scheduled program, but for some 
reason or other a change was mtide and 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Osbornc 


called out: 


"Is Mr. Eveal here." A voice replied 


that he was and at Mr. Osborm-'s invi- 
tation Mr. Eveal walked to the witness 
cnair. 


Ex-Gov. Black protected that the case 


was closed as far as the taking of testi- 
mony was concerned and the counsel for 
the defense and prosecution had a long 
whispered 
conversation 
with 
Justice 


Lambert as to the admissibility of the 
testimony. 


Eveal did not testify and the summing 


up of counsel was begun. 


In opening his address 
former Gov. 


Frank S.,Black said that Molineux was 
a director .of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club where Cornish was employed. Mbl- 
•neux did.not like Cornish and he did 
not like Harpster. He had many friends 
in the club and perhaps many enemies. 
Cornish wrote what Molineux considered 
an improper letter and Molineux com- 
plained of it- "Was that any reason for 
Molineux's sending to Cornish a quantity 
of poison sufficient to kill any' man in 
that club?'1 asked Mr. Black. "Cornish 
insulted Molineux and Molineux behaved 
like a gentleman regarding the difference 
of their station and passed on. Is that 
proof of murder? .Nothing else has been 
produced here to indicate any motive 
Molineux could have for wanting to kill 
Cornish. 


"Die trouble between Cornish and Mol- 


ineux occurred more than a year before 
.the poison package appeared. No evi- 
dence has been presented here to show 
tnat in all that time Mr. Molineux said 
one unkind word, or uttered one unchar- 
itable thought toward Cornish. All the 
evidence in this case points away from 
•Moiineux to another man. I shall indi- 
cate who that rnan is before I sit down. 
The case points to that man just as 
surely as the needle points to the north 
stnr." 


In commenting upon the evidence Mr. 


Black began with that of Miss Emma 
Miller, the clerk at Hartdegan's store, 
who 
sold the silver .bottleholder. 'He 


said lie had to criticise the attitude of 
the district attorney toward that wit- 
ness. He thought it was unfair to force 
Miss Miller to admit that she had been 
paid $150 for her testimony. "Do you 
know why Miss Miller was treated as 
she was?" he asked. "It was because 
after she had volunteered to testify and 
she could only be brought here as a vol 
unfceer she declined to perjure herself. 
She told the'truth. Molineux did not 
buy the bottle holder." 


"The detective, Farrell, 
is the only 


•witness who has brought Molineux any- 
where near that bottleholder and the 
nearest he brought him was three-quar- 
ters of a mile and that is the nearest any 
one had brought him to the ease." 


Ex-Gov. Black ridiculed the testimony 


of Joseph Koch, the Broadway letter box 
man, vrho p.°.id Molineux rented a letter 
box from and declared it to be the evi- 
dence of a man who "peddled his story 


,v and his eternal soul" at the same time. 


The ex-governor took up the question 


of writing, and declared that the Wash- 
ington expert, Hay, was a "stupendous 


fraud," when he testified that none of 
the "request" writing made by Molin- 
eux 
contained a characteristic 
to be 


found in his other writing and in the 
disputed wriling. Then, he dwelt 
at 


great length upon the alleged suppres- 
sion of evidence by the district attor- 
ney's office and argued that that evi- 
dence might point to.some one other than' 
Molineux. 


"The prosecution," he said, "has pro- 


duced here the poison package wrapper, 
the envelope we .concede to haye been 
written by Molineux, the envelope to 
Harpster and the Barnett letters but 
where are the envelopes to .the Cornish" 
letters? Not one of them has been pre-, 
sented in evidence. Why have they been 
suppressed? Did they show too much? 
You nmy forget to date your letters, 
but your Uncle Sam never forgets. Did 
the Cornish envelopes show too rrnich? 


"In Molineux's desk, Newark, was a 


package of small envelopes used for en- 
closing cards. The detectives of the dis- 
trict attorney's o'ffice found them but 
they did not match the envelopes that 
accompanied the poison package and so 
they were suppressed. Was that to 
shield anybody? 


•'It was a 
crime to murder Mrs. 


Adams," he said, "but it would be no less 
a crime to murder this man upon the 
evidence in this case- You are asked to 
believe that no man can get cyanide of 
mercury unless he< approaches it with a 
mask, and in fact the prosecution asks 
you to believe that it can only be got- 
ten in Newark. If you want it you can 
get it. If any of you want cyanide of 
mercury get it when you go to lunch. 
Or., if you have not time, I'll get you 
enough to poison every man within the 
sound of my voice, and it shall not coat 
you more than thirty-five cents." . 


Referring to the Barnett letters Mr. 


Black said: 


'! do not know and I do not care when 


or where they were mailed, and Molin- 
eux doesn't know and he Doesn't care. 


Counsel analyzed the testimony of the 


handwriting men, to show how they dif- 
fered, and how all hod admitted under 
crops examination that there were hun- 
dreds of characters in the disputed and 
conceded writings that in no way re- 
semble each other. Mr. Black said that 
if a man wanted to send a package to 
himself he would not need to write the 
address at a!L "My office, is full of en- 
velopes arid wrappers addressed, -to me," 
said he. "Could I not take ony one of 
those if I wanted to send myself a pack- 
age? 
Molineux never wrote that ad- 


dress. I don't know who did and in my 
opinion the man who wrote it has not 
appeared in this case." 


Coming to the connection of Cornish 


with the ease Mr. Black declared that he 
was not arguing for the punishment of 
anyone but that he felt it his duty to 
show the whole case to the jury as he, 
himself, saw it. 


"There was a cYime and there was a 


motive," he said, "and the motive points 
to Harry S. Cornish-" 


Mr. Black recited from the-records the 


story of Cornish's divorce, his'meeting 
with Mrs. Rogers, then separated from 
her husnand, and her later divorce'.- 


"Mrs. Adams. Mrs. Rogers' -mother, 


wa.s a good woman," Mr. Black said.-'"Do 
yon think she looked with^complaisance 
on the conditions that prevailed? 


"There is motive, the great consuming 


motive force for all things. The motive 
Cornish had against the life of Mrs. 
Adams, compared to the motive Molin- 
eux had against the life of Cornish was 
as the volcano of Martinique to the lap- 
ping of waves against the statue of lib- 
erty in our harbor. 


When the court announced a recess in 


the Molineux trial, ex-Giv. Black was 
still speaking. It was understood that 
he would take another hour to complete 
his summing up of the case ior the de- 
fense. 


Ex-Gov. Black finished his summing up 


of the defense of Molineux this afternoon 
at 3 p. m.

surrounded the place, but were afraid to 
enter and capture Mm, although:',: all 
clamored for his life. 
.':': : 


Without delay the sheriff and Depu- 


ties Bassinger and Donald' armed them- 
selves and drove to .the GflebelJjjlace 
with' a team and carriage. They ".found 
the .populace in a high'state of'excite- 
ment and that the name of the man'-who' 
had committed the outrages was Charles 
Miller, a big. burly fellow, formerly.Tern- 
ployed by. Mr. Goebel, but who has been 
hanging around Corliss of late, working 
for the railway and that he had also 
robbed the house, securing over $30- 


The people were sure that Miller was 


in the house, for they had seen a light, 
the doors were locked, when they were 
left open when the Goebel family got 
out. The officers rapped at the doors 
and demanded admittance and were let 
in by Jacob Goebel, a son, who had been 
out 
calling on a young woman, came 


home, knew nothing of the assault and 
robbery and nad "retired. 


Every possible place about-the coun- 


try was searched and the angry people 
threatened to hang Miller if caught, but 
he had made good his escape. Officers 
hurried to Corliss, expecting that Miller 
had fled to that place, but he-was not 
there and they came home, 
z 


Sheriff Baumann was interviewed and 


said that the people in the place were 
terribly excited, in fact so much £0 that 
one could hardly tell what had really 
happened. As near as could be ascertain- 
ed the Goebel family retired early. Pos- 
sibly after 10 o'clock, Miiler.eitfi.cr broke 
four lights of glass out of the -windows 
and entered the house, or came in ;by 
way of the doors, which .were not locked. 


At any rate he got; into the .room of 


Miss Goebel and locked the .door and 
proceeded to rob the place and assault 
her. The young woman discovered him 
and she screamed. Mr., and Mrs. Goebel 
sleeping in apartmentsrbelojv,. heard; the 
cries, hurried up stairs> broke in 
the 


door and with their daughter ran from 
the house. 


Miller followed, caught Mrs. Goebel 


oueside and proceeded to 
choke and 


abuse her and threatened to kill her 
husband if she cried out. The husband 
came up and Miller fired two shots at 
him, but neither shot took effect and Mil- 
ler ran away in the darkness. 


By this time the neighbors were arous- 


ed and thought they had Miller cooped 
in the house and called for the sheriff 
and posse- Another story that reached 
the Journal is that when Miller entered 
the room of Miss Goebel she had a tus 
sol with him, escaped and ran to the 
home of a Mr. Beckman; that Miller 
went down sairs, dragged Mrs. Goebel 
from bed and choked her and threatened 
to kill her husband if she cried out, but 
that the husband was awakened and Mil- 
ler shot at him. 
|- While Miss Goebel and her mother 
were terribly frightened and nearly pros- 
trated from the exciting experience they 
will be all right in a short time.' Miller 
is a great big burly fellow and travels 
as a bully and a bad man. The officers 
are confident they will land him soon.

Mrs. Goebel locked the lower doors. Mil- 
ler having lost track of Miss Goebel, re- 
turned to the house, kicked the door in 
and then assaulted Mrs. Goebel and at- 
tempted to outrage her. Mr. Goebel 
went after Miller with a knife in his 
hand. Miller fired two shots and Mr- 
and Mis. Goebel ran from the house to 


the neighbor's and Miller disappeared. 
It -was then that thej neighbors, armed 
with - guns anl clubs,j surrounded 
the 


house and believed Miller was inside un- 
til the officers arrived and'found it was 
a son in the house, imtead of Miller.

Sehroeiter, who- lives 
alone, when he went home, found the 
door of his home broken open and every- 
thing on the inside turned upside down. 
With all possible baste -he-hurried to the 
home of his friend Mr. Wynhoff. The 
rest of the story is told by-Mr. Wyn- 
hoff, who called at the Journal office 
this afternoon: "We looked through1 the 
house and found thai: there had been 
stolen from Mr. Schroeder four suits of 
clothing, two or three overcoats, all of 
his winter underclothing and other 'prop- 
erty.

BLAZE THIS AFTERNOON. 


. 'At 1 o'clock this afternoon, the "fir* ' 
department was called to the building of 
William Weed, situated at the corner'of

rear of his butcher shop. The blaze was 
first noticed by Mrs. Peter Anderson, 
who resides in the house south of that 
which was on fire, she seeing smoke com- 
ing out of tire windows and doors of the 
building and immediately notified Wil- 
liam Weed Jr., who was at work in the 
front part of the building.

Muenchhausen, wife of the Hanoverian 
nobleman who has just lost his suit in 
Berlin against two of the'members of 
the "Marriage-syndicate," ia-visiting her 
father in this city.

Denial Made That Insurance Advances 


' Will be Reduced. 


During -the^week it has been reported, 


says'the. Sentinel, that the Western Un- 
ion—a combination of fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in the middle west 
—was considering the advisability of re- 
moving the 25 per 
cent, advance in 


rates which has been levied in -this ter- 
ritory. This measure was 
originally 


adopted to protect companies pending the 
making of a. new schedule of rates- The 
ne\v~~scale has been made, and a promi- 
nent local underwriter says he has been 
not heard anything pertaining to such 
a movement and he did not believe, it, 
because the advance, even if kept for a 
Year or two, would in no wise be,suffic- 
ient to recompense the-companies inter- 
ested. During the past year, in Milwau- 
kee alone, something .like forty compan- 
ies-. ha;ve failed, reinsured or retired from 
the .business and there were at present, 
only,.about 100-companies doing busin'ess; 
consequently . all large insurers are 
experiencing great difficulty in getting 
sufficient .insurance, from legitima to com- 
paru'es, even though they be willing to- 
pay -the advanced rates. Many- large in- 
surers are. today absolutely unable to got 
sufficient insurance. As far as Jlilwau- 
kee is concerned, the rnmor does not af- 
fect the insuring of bodies in the least, 
because the rates for the state of Wis- 
consin are made on a schedule system. 
Jtihvaukee did not push its rate 25 per 
cent, as reported, and the 25 per cent, 
advance docs not affect states where the 
schedule system is in vogue.

Nival Department Faces • Condition 


Which is Most Critical 


FLIET'S EFFICIENCY 


SERIOUSLY HAMPERED 


WASHINGTON, Nov.' 10.—The most 


crying need of the navy, according'to the 
annual report of Admiral ,H.. C. Taylor; 
chief of the bureau"of navigation is more 
officers to man-oar war ships.. He de- 
clares that the preparations now going 
on-for the mobilization of tho fleet; wiri- 
ter -maneuvers in the "West, Indies,- has 
brought the department face to face with 
the critical condition- due to lack of offi- 
cers, which, he says, has reached such a 
point as to be dangerous to the efficien- 
cy of the fleet. He says that'the num- 
ber of officers on our ships is less than 
the number on board the ships of other 
navies, although as a matter of fact our 
ships require more officers than the ships 
of otner navies, because we are'compell- 
ed 'to man our ships with green crews, 
having little or no knowledge of sea life. 


He submits a table showing that the 


present needs-of the. naval services re- 
quire 1,000 officers, while the number on 
the navy list, including midshipmen af- 
ter graduation is only 1,023 or 511 short- 
This table is based upon the lowest pos- 
sible number of officers needed, cri'our 
battleships 17 against an average num- 
ber of officers for similar ships'in foreign 
navies of 33 in England, 26 in France1 


and 20 in Germany?-"

He figures that the "vessels now author-; 


ized by congress butfnot completed will- 
require 498 additional officers to which 
is to-^be added 25 per cent for officers 
sick or on shore-duty! and 160 for cas-. 
ualties during the" next four years, or a- 
total for vessels now-building of 1-783.' 
This number added to the present short- 
age, 377, will give 1,360. The graduates 
from the naval academy during the next 
four years will be 353, leaving a total 
deficit July 1, 1006, of 1,005, not count- 
ing officers for auxiliaries who would be 
required in the event of'hostilities. 


A concentration of the naval force in 


two big fighting squadrons in the North 
Atlantic and Asiatic1 waters is recom- 
mended. For the present 
the

says, two squadrons.- are" all that the 
present number our battleships will per- 
mit. To carry out-this policy Admiral 
Taylor proposes to transfer the battle- 
ships in the remaining squadrons to one 
or the other of those heavy', squadrons 
entirely of cruisers, i These changes will 
be • undertaken as soon ' as • the winter 
maneuvers in the West Indies are con- 
cluded. After the re-arrangement the 
distribution of the fighting force of the 
navy will be as follows:
